PRIMARY TODAY 


Light Rain as Voters Go 
to Polls — Battle of 
‘Mr. Republican’ and 
‘Mr. American’ One of 


Bitterest Thus Far,

TRENTON, N.J., April 15—It 
is “Mr. Republican” against “Mr. 
American” in today’s presidential 
preference primary, one of the 
bitterest and most significant in 


the series of such primary elec- 
tions leading up the Republican 
party convention in Chicago. 

Early voting was spotty and 
light in the state’s industrial sec- 
tions. Despite drizzling rains, how- 
ever, residential districts where 
Republicans are concentrated re- 
ported heavy balloting in some 
instances. 

The difficulty of marking com- 
plicated ballots, or of manipulat- 
ing voting machines burdened 
with long lists of names, slowed 
some of the balloting. 

Washed by the waters of the 
Atlantic, the Delaware and the 
Hudson, New Jersey styles itself 
the Garden state. Right now it 
is a vineyard where the grapes 
of wrath are stored. 

The Taft campaign managers 
have filled this state of 5,000,000 
people with newspaper advertise- 
‘ments, radio broadcasts, bill- 
boards, magazines, leaflets and 
buttons exalting Senator Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio as the premier 
statesman of his party—‘Mr. Re- 
publican,” as the Ohioan likes 
to be known. 

Managers for Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower are counter-attacking 
with similar propaganda bazookas 
—except they are billing their 
candidate as “Mr. American.”

Senate Report Assails 
Over Biloxi Gambling Situation

Air Base Commander 


Criticized for Failure 


to Declare City Off Limits 
for Young Recruits.

WASHINGTON, April 15—Maj. 
Gen. James F. Powell, com- 
mander of the Keesler Air Force 
Base at Biloxi, Miss., where a 
Senate subcommittee last fall 
found thousands of young airmen 
were being victimized by profes- 


sional gamblers to the tune of 
several hundred thousands of dol- 
lars a month, is criticized severely | 
in the subcommitee’s report. 

The preparedness subcommittee 
of the Armed Services Committee, 
in a report submitted today. by 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, said Gen. Powell 
left it with the impression he 
never appreciated the gravity of 
the situation and seemed to have 
adopted the philosoply of local 
officiais and gamblers that nothing 
could be done to correct it. 

“Otherwise,” said Johnson’s 
subcommittee, “we are at loss to 
explain his attitude of believing 
himself to be the victim of local 
conditions.” : , 

The situation at Biloxi and 
Keesler came to the committee’s 
attention last year and it held a 
public hearing there in October. | 
Keesler then had more than 25,- 


000 airmen and officers stationed 
there with a monthly turnover 
of more than 7000. The base 
occupies about one third of the 
area. of Biloxi, and its population 
probably exceeds that of the 
civilians in the city. 


“And once again,” the report 
continued, “it was a case of 
‘assurances ‘but no action.’ All 
during the summer months the 
iron thieves (slot machines) con- 
tinued to exact their toll un- 
molested, 

“Such naivete on the part of 
Gen. Powell and such blind faith 
in the assurances given him by 
Mayor Chinn are difficult to 
understand.” ! 


The subcommittee said it could 
not subscribe to Gen. Powell’s 
argument that to have declared 
all of Biloxi off base because of 
gambling conditions would unduly 
have penalized legitimate business 
interests of the city. 

“Contrary to the subtle propa- 
ganda put out by the gamblers,” 
the report added, ‘“‘the right-think- 
ing citizens of B oxi do not want 
gambling anc can be expected, as 
they have done since this commit- 
tee succeeded in bringing gam-

GIGANTIC 8-JET 
STRATOFORTRESS 
TAKES FIRST FLIGHT 


SEATTLE, Wash., April 15 
(UP)—The United States Air 
Force’s super-secret eight -jet 
YB52 Stratoroftress roared into 
the air for the first time today at 
Boeing Field here. 

It took off with a thunderous 
roar. Its great size gave the im- 
pression that it was moving too 
slow, but suddenly at the end of 
the 5000-foot runway the monster 
gave a little bump and was air- 
borne. 

The plane made a great circle 
over Seattle and headed for Lar- 
son Air Force Base near Moses 
‘Lake, Wash., where it will under- 
go extensive pre-flight testing. It 
climbed gradually, trailing eight 
plumes of black smoke. 

The plane made no spectacular 
movement in its take-off. After 
flying over Seattle, it circled back 
and roared over Being Field, still 
picking up altitude. Details of 
the plane and performance are 
classified.

One hundred and twenty-eight 
pupils and two teachers at Dunbar 
Branch School for Negroes, 3018 
Brantner place, were overcome, 
apparently from gas inhalation, 
today. One pupil was in serious 
condition and 46 others were kept 
at Homer G. Phillips Hosiptal for 
further observation. 

Sylvia Mays, 7 years old, daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Hester Mays, 3145A 
Evans avenue, was in serious con- 


dition. Physicians said she was 
suffering from acute asphyxiation. 

Ambulances and police cruisers 
from all parts of the city were 
sent to the school shortly after 10 
a.m. to take the stricken pupils 
and teachers to the hospital. 

Most of the youngsters who be- 
came ill were in the kindergarten 
and first-grade rooms, adjacent 
to the gas furnace in the south 
section of the ‘one-story brick- 
veneer building. 

Tells of Boy Staggering. 

“One of my pupils, Arthur 
Minor, was staggering when he 
returned to the room after leav- 
ing for a moment,” Mrs. Arte- 
mese J. Rabun, first-grade teacher, 
told the Post-Dispatch. “There 
was perspiration on his brow and 
he said his head hurt. 

“I took him outside to get some 
air, but when I returned two or 
three more youngsters complained 
of headaches. Then I went to the 
other classrooms and found some 
of the teachers and other pupils 
were sick, also.” 

Mrs. Radun and Mrs. Ollie S. 
Tucker, a tearher in the second 
grade, were treated at Homer 
Phillips and released. 

Officials of the main Dunbar 
School, nearby at 1415 Garrison 
avenue, rushed over to the smaller 
building when informed of the 
situation and helped bring the 
children outside. 

The branch has 335 pupils, 
ranging in age from 4% to 9 
years, and attending kindergarten 
through the third grade. 

‘Definite Signs of Gas.’ 

Dr. William H. Sinkler, medi- 
cal director of Homer Phillips, 
said those treated showed definite 
signs of gas inhalation including 
nausea, dizziness and headache. 

Henry Rhetta, pricipal of the 
branch and the main school, told 
a reporter he detected the odor 
of gas in the building after the 
children and teachers became ill. 

However, William Dwyer, chief 
engineer for the School Board, 
and Laclede Gas Co. repairmen 
reported they were unable to find 
any evidence of escaping gas.

WoB HEAD SAYS 
WILSON CAUSED 
HAVOC IN STEEL 


Declares Retired Mobiliz- 
er Impaired Chances of 
Settlement on Condi- 
tions Recommended by 


Board. 


| WASHINGTON, April 15 (UP) 
—Chairman Nathan P. Feinsinger 
of the Wage Stabilization Board 
today accused former Defense 
Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson of 
causing the “havoc” in the steel 
dispute. 

Feinsinger said Wilson’s actions 
hurt chances of negotiating a set- 
tlement on the board’s recom- 
mended terms of a 26-cent-an- 
hour “package” increase for the 
steel workers. 

He said Wilson did not under- 
stand the wage stabilization pro- 
gram. 

Links Settlement, Prices. 

Also he told Senators that set- 
tlement of the steel dispute de- 
pends to a “considerable extent” 
on what the Government does in 
pace the industry price in- 
creases. 

“Tell me what they (the Gov- 
ernment) plan to do on prices,” 
Feinsinger said, “and I'll tell you 
when there’ll be a settlement.” 

Feinsinger made the remarks in 
testimony before a Senate Labor 
subcommittee studying President 
Truman’s seizure of the steel in- 
dustry. He defended President 
Truman’s action, the board’s wage 
recommendations and the contro- 
versis! recommendation for a 
union shop. 

Unfavorable ‘Atmosphere.’ 

Feinsinger said that Wilson, 
who resigned over the wage dis- 
pute, had said the recommenda- 
tions would be a “serious threat” 
to the stabilization program. He 
said this remark caused an “at- 
mosphere . . . scarcely conducive 


to the beginning of negotiations 
looking towards settlement.” 


Although Wilson retracted his 
Statement the following day, 
“this retraction was too little and 
too late to avoid the havoc caused 
by the first statement.” 

Wilson resigned several days 
later, charging that he “still feit”’ 
that the board's proposal would 
be unstabilizing. 
| ‘From the first he (Wilson) was 
in favor of no wage increase, no 
|price increase, or at the outside 
9 cents an hour,” Feinsinger said. 


He said Wilson was not “in fa- 
vor of the 9 cents cost-of-living 
increase” due the CIO United 
Steel Workers under wage board 
regulations, 


Morse to Offer Bill. 


In other developments: 

1. Senator Wayne Morse 
(Rep.), Oregon, said he would 
introduce legislation to return 
the steel mills to their owners 
if the companies grant wage 
increases proposed by the wage 
board. 

2. Senator Robert A. Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, charged in a Pitts- 
burgh speech that Truman’s 
steel seizure sets a precedent 
which would allow “any Presi- 
dent to make himself a dicta- 
tor.” Taft said the seizure vio- 
lated the Constitution. 
Technically, the Senate Labor 
Committee is starting public 
hearings on a bill defining the 

President’s emergency seizure 
power in labor disputes, but Sen- 
ator Humphrey (Dem.), Minne- 
sota, told a reporter his commit- 
tee colleagues are certain ‘“‘to 
wander into all controversies 
about the steel industry seizure.” 

“I don’t see how you can keep 
that out,” Humphrey said, “even 
though we are not the Supreme 
Court but just a committee of 
Congress.” 

No Progress in Parleys. 

John R. Steelman, presidential 
assistant who temporarily is run- 
ning the defense mobilization 
program, reported no real prog- 
ress after his efforts yesterday 
to get the CIO Steel Workers 
Union and the industry to agree 
on a new work contract. He 
said, however, that “both sides 
seemed more interested than be- 
fore in talking over” the dead- 
locked situation. 

Industrial and business leaders 
from all over the country were 
called into a closed meeting here 
today to review the situation. The 
meeting of 170 business men was 
sponsored by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers. 

The meeting presumably was 
called to chart strategy to counter 
the President's action. 


Taft’s Criticism of Seizure. 


Taft asserted at Pittsburgh that 
Truman’s steel action “is in line 
with his general disregard of the 
Constitution and laws of the 
United States.” 

Taft said the steel workers 
union “has made it quite appar- 
ent that it welcomes the seizure, 
‘| but I believe that labor unions 
should be especially concerned 
about the exercise of powers of 
this kind without statutory au- 
thority which definitely limits the 
time and. place and manner in 
which it can be exercised.” 

If the President can seize the 
steel mills, Taft said, “he can 
seize all the union offices if he 
should be so disposed. If he can 
seize the steel mills, I see no 
reason why he can’t arbitararily 
seize men and draft them into 
the Army... .”

WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
—President Truman signed the 
Japanese peace treaty today and 


the State Department announced 
that peace with Japan will be 
made effective April 28. 

The department said it an- 
nounced the planned effective 
date of the treaty—which will 
formally end World War II in the 
Pacific—‘‘in order to permit an 
orderly completion of the transi- 
tion of Japan from the present 
occupation status to that of full 
sovereignty.” 

Related Pacts Signed. 

In a White House ceremony, the 
President also penned his name 
to three related Pacific security 
pacts. One with Japan gives the 
United States the right to keep 
military forces in and around 
Japan. 

The others are mutual defense 
agreements with the Philippines 
and with Australia and New Zea- 
land. 

Truman’s signature to the rati- 


fication resolution, adopted by the 
Senate last month, is the next-to- 
last step for the United States 
before the peace treaty with 
Japan comes into full force. 
The final step is depositing the 
instrument of ratification with 
the State Department, along with 
those of five of the 10 other na- 
tions which fought Japan. Britain, 
Australia and New Zealand al- 
ready have deposited their ratifi- 
cations. France, Pakistan and 


ally completed their ratifications. 
Statement by Truman. 

In a statement, Truman said: 

“The signing of these docu- 
ments completes another in the 
series of steps being taken by 
free nations to bring peace and 
security in the Pacific. 

“In signing.these documents, I 
know that I express the essential 
unity and will of the American 
people for the earliest possible 


achievement of lasting peace and 
freedom with security. 
_ “The treaty of peace with Japan 
and the related security and 
mutual defense treaties, when 
they go into effect, will bring | 
that goal nearer to realization.” | 

The President also signed legis- | 
lation extending to June 1 some 
60 of his war powers which oth- 
erwise would have expired with 
ratification of the Japanese treaty. 

Most important of the powers 
retained by the President is the 
one which authorizes him to 
seize transportation facilities in 
case of a shutdown threat. 

The treaty with Japan will 
mark the second peace settlement 
negotiated with a former member 


of the Axis. The Allies signed 
a peace treaty with Italy in 1947. | 
Russia has blocked a full-fledged 
peace treaty for all of Germany 
and for Austria, | 

Robert D. Murphy, now Ambas- | 
sador to Belgium, is expected to | 
be nominated by Truman to be- 
come the first postwar American 
envoy to Tokyo. 


Arms, Aircraft Control Reverts 
To Japanese Control. 


TOKYO, April 15 (UP)—Pro- 
duction of arms and aircraft re- | 
verted to Japanese control today. 

General headquarters an- 
nounced all restrictions on weap- 
ons have been lifted. With the 
peace treaty soon to become ef- 
fective, the Japanese again will 
be sole authorities over their 
country after seven years of occu- 
pation. 

Government leaders are sup- 
porting rearmament for the na- 
tion’s security, but under Japan’s 
new constitution denouncing war 
such measures must be approved 
by a majority in a national ref- 
erendum. 


Nationalist Chinese Treaty With 
Japan Nearly Completed. 

TAIPEH, Formosa, April 15 
(AP)—Negotiators of the Japan- 
Nationalist China peace treaty 
today said the pact was all but 
completed. 

The treaty was expected to be 
ready for signing possibly on the 
day the Japanese peace treaty 
with the United States and other 
nations goes into effect. 

Foreign Minister George Yeh, 
chief Nationalist delegate, told 
correspondents the text of the 
treaty and protocols had been 
practically settled but that two 
points in the accompanying ex- 
change of notes remained to be 
discussed. He refused to disclose 
these points. 

Japanese sources said they in- 
volved wording of the clause 
under which Nationalist China 
waives reparations from Japan 
and the scope of the treaty both 
in time and area. 

Japan wants the treaty to ap- 
ply only to Nationalist-held areas 
—mainly Formosa—and is touchy 
about dating the Chinese-Japa- 
nese war back to the Mukden in- 
cident of Sept. 18, 1931.

DPA DOUBLES STEEL 
ALLOTMENTS FOR 
SUMMER BUILDING 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
-—The oGvernment cleared the 
way for heavy mid-summer build- 


ing today with the announcement 
that structural steel allotments 
will be more than doubled, 

The Defense Production Ad- 
ministration set the July-through- 
September allotment for stores, 
office buildings and other busi- 
ness structures at 40,000 tons, as 
against this quarter's 16,285 tons. 

Substantial inereases were 
schoduled also for schools, hos- 
pitals, road construction, trans- 
portation, and petroleum develop- 
ment, 

The increases will be possible, 
DPA’s announcement said, be- 
cause the mobilization has “passed 
the peak of the excessive demand" 
for the defense expansion of in- 
dustrial plants. 

For school and collge construe- 
tion, the Federal Security Agency 
was alloted 40,000 tons of struc- 
tural steel, a one-third increase 
from the 29,235 tons set aside for 
education in this quarter,

It came at a time when the 
governing military junta, itself the 
product of a coup d'etat 11 
months earlier, was trying ineffec- 
tively to put its economic and 
political house in order.

Gen. Ridgway said that Com- 
munist China was “distinctly 
capable” of supporting its forces 
in Korea on the present basis 
while launching a new military 
adventure in the Far East. He said 
we must follow a “sane course” 
and “be prepared.” 

Without specifying by name but 
indicating he had the Soviet 
Union in mind, Gen. Ridgway said 
ithe U.N. forces in the Japan- 
‘Korea area are up against “a

of war preparedness.” 

He indicated it would be most 
unfortunate if an armistice in 
Korea signaled a “bring-my-boy- 
back-home” movement such as 
developed in the United States 
immediately after Japan’s sur- 
render as World War II ended. 

The supreme commander de- 
clined to speculate on what the 
enemy might do. He declined to 
speculate on the outcome of a 
Korea political conference if and 
when it is held as envisaged under 
the solution of agenda item five 
of the Korean armistice confer- 
ence.

negotiators. 


Gen. Ridgway said that if the 
nearest United States troops had 
been in Hawaii instead of Japan 
and therefore “adjacent” to Korea 
the north Korean aggression of 
June, 1950, could not have been 
stopped. 

His implication was that Ameri- 
can troops must stay in. Japan, 
Okinawa and other advanced 
bases, as close as possible to the 
Communist perimeter in the Far 
East after the Korea conflict is 
settled,

Gov. Stevenson has gone through 
a series of phases. Immediately 
after the President’s announce- 
ment, he was about ready to 
“chuck the whole thing,” by an- 
nouncing that he was not a can- 
didate and would not accept the 
nomination if offered. 


Twenty-four hours later, after 
a day in Washington in which he 
was showered with assurances of 
support from important political 
leaders and cogent arguments 
from friends that it was his duty 
to run, he seemed to have changed 
his mind. On the television pro- 
gram on the Sunday night after 
the President’s announcement, he 
certainly sounded like a receptive 
candidate, if not like an active 


one. 
Indecision Again. 


Back in the huge, rambling 
Governor’s mansion in Spring- 


field, however, torturing indeci- 
sion again seized Stevenson. At} 
first, he was very strongly in-| 
clined to pretend, in effect, that 
nothing had been changed by the 
President’s withdrawal. He in- 
tended merely to sit tight, to get 
on with his busines as Governor, 
and to say nothing at all about 
the party nomination. Then he 
found himself besieged, by tele- 
phone and in person, by hoards of 
leading Democrats, all urging him 
to make the race. 


His close friends advised him 
that he must somehow clarify his | 
position, and to this he has now 
agreed. Again, his first inclina- 
tion was to make a statement on 
the famous Gen. Sherman pat- 
tern. Last week, he was actually 
within a hair’s breadth of remov- 
ing himself once and for all from 
consideration. Only the impor- 
tunities of friends and admirers, 
who have been rather in the posi- 
tion of men hanging on the coat- 
tails of a would-be suicide, pre- 


vented him from doing so. 
The reasons for these hesita- 


tions are understandable. Stevens 
son is a man cursed with an ex- 
cess of imagination, only too ca- 
pable of forseeing what would 
await him if by chance he should 
be elected President. Moreover, 
he has what he considers a “dif- 
ficult moral problem.” He has 
persuaded all sorts of able men 
to throw up their private jobs in 
order to serve the Illinois state 
government, on the explicit un- 
derstanding that he would run 
again for governor. 


He fears—and here most IIli- 
nois political observers agree with 
him—that another Democrat, can- 
not beat the powerful and well- 
financed Republican machine 
backed by Col. Robert R. McCor- 
mick. Thus he thinks his with- 
drawal may mean turning back 
the state government, in which he 


has become passionately interest- 
ed, to the sleazy crowd which ran 
it before his election in 1948. He 
has, also, little desire to run 
against Gen. Dwight D. Ejisen- 
hower, whom he admires, and 
whom he considers the most prob- 
able Republican choice. Finally, 
he is in some ways a rather dif- 
fident man, and he has a mortal 
fear of seeming presumptuous, of 
other people thinking that he 
considers himself: “an indispen- 
sable man.” 


Issue Involved in Statement. 

Because of these strong feel- 
ings of Stevenson’s, there is little 
or no chance of his becoming an 


active candidate in the manner of 
Senators Estes Kefauver and 
Robert Kerr. The issue involved 
in the drafting of his forthcoming 
statement is not whether to anh- 
nounce he wil! chase the nomina- 
tion, because he has no intention 
of doing so. The issue is, rather, 
whether to discourage the major 
state leaders who desire to draft 
Stevenson, or to encourage them. 
As these words are written, the 
betting is reported as 50-50 either 
way at Springfield.

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Steel Fact Set Straight 

One of the most valuable of all the many 
news reports from Washington in connection 
with the steel controversy was that which George 
H. Hall sent from our bureau in the national 
capital to set straight the facts about the 
“packed” Wage Stabilization Board. 

Clarence B. Randall, president of Inland Steel 
Co., called his radio-TY address in answer to 
President Truman by the hard-hitting title, 
“These Are the FACTS, Mr. President.” The 


purpose of Mr. Randall was to show that Presi-~ 


dent Truman had presented a one-sided case and 
that in order to do so he had deliberately ig- 
nored the truth. 

About midway through his address, the steel 
executive said: 

Ralph W. Gwinn, a Republican member 
of Congress from New York, sent a tele- 
gram to the President in which he charged 
that some of the so-called public members 
of this (Wage Stabilization) Board, who 
went down the line with the representatives 
of labor in the recommendations had actu- 
ally themselves at various times in the past 
been on the payrolls of the CIO and the 
AF of L. Yet that is the agency which 
Harry S. Truman described as a fair and 
impartial Government Board. 

Unfortunately Mr. Randall himself did not get 
all the facts on this phase of the subject before 
he set out to correct the President. The facts, 
as Correspondent Hall showed,- destroyed Mr. 
Randall’s entire charge that the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board was stacked in favor of the steel 
employes. / 

For while it is true that some of the mem- 
bers of the board had been paid by labor unions, 
it is also true that they had been paid by in- 
dustrial management. They have been paid by 
both sides because both sides in labor-manage- 
ment disputes have engaged them as impartial 
arbitrators. In such situations, it is an estab- 
lished practice for the pay for services to come 
from both management and labor. 

The case of Nathan Feinsinger, chairman of 
the board, illustrates this. He has been em- 
ployed many times as an arbitrator under con- 
tracts agreed to by labor and management. 
Among the well-known companies which have 
engaged him, along with labor, are General Mo- 
tors, Allis-Chalmers, Consolidated Vultee and 
Minneapolis Honeywell. 


The arbitration experience of board members, 


such as John Dunlop in the AFL building con- 
struction trades, is more or less similar. They 
have been employed by both sides and paid by 
both sides. 

This leaves nothing whatever of Mr. Randall’s 
charge that the board was stacked because its 
members are former employes of labor unions. 
Did Mr. Randall know these facts when he made 
his address? We feel very sure that he did not 
—that he and his advisers put his reply together 
quickly and in an atmosphere of more heat than 
light. They were incensed at the presidential 
seizure of the plants and they hit back before 
they were sure of themselves. 

This is a sample of the misinformation which 
is generated when hitting back is more impor- 
tant than getting the facts straight. This is of 
a piece with the earlier distortions by the Presi- 
dent. Together they should impress on the par- 
ties working to end the dispute how urgent it is 
to agree on the facts and to get them before the 
public for its information and judgment. 
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Mr. Nehru Has a New Stove 


Those who claim the gadget-inventing cham- 
pionship for the United States may have to eat 
their words. At least, they will have to admit 
that India has a strong entry in Mr. Nehru’s 
new stove. 

The stove is a solar cooker which produces as 
much heat as a 300-watt electric cooker. It is a 
very simple device consisting, essentially, of a 
curved aluminum bowl which reflects sun rays 
on a bit of glass over which a pot or pan is 
suspended. The stove is scheduled for mass pro- 
duction within six months or so, and then will 
sell for about $10. 

It is not the low price, however, which makes 
it a really important contribution to India’s 
economy. Its significance Iies rather in the 


fact that India’s chief fuel now is dung. As a 


fuel, dung is not very good and must be burned 
in considerable quantities. Used as fertilizer, 
however, that dung could materially increase In- 
dia’s agricultural output. In other words, the 
new gadget will provide free fuel for a good 
many Indians and a lot of fertilizer, too. 

Quite an invention, Mr. Nehru’s new stove. 
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Near a Korean Truce? 


Credible reports from Washington indicate 
that a compromise solution has been found for 
the Korean prisoners-of-war issue. Under this 
formula, forcible return of North Korean and 
Chinese prisoners held by the United Nations 
forces will be avoided, all American and Allied 
prisoners will be released by the Communists, 
and everybody will save face. 

If such a formula really has the approval of 
Washington and Peiping, not to mention Moscow, 
then only two other issues would seem to stand 
in the way of the signing of a Korean truce 
agreement. ‘These are the North Korean-Chi- 
nese demand for the inclusion of the Soviet 
Union among the neutral nations chosen to po- 
lice the truce, and the United Nations’ insistence 
that airfield construction be stopped during the 
period of the armistice. 


Reports from Panmunjom suggest that the’ 


Communists are willing to drop their demand 
for Russians on the truce teams if the U.N. will 
yield on the point of the flying fields. This 
suggests’: a “swap” which would at least test 
the sincerity of the enemy. As we pointed out 
some time ago, the ban against airport building 
and repairs would be difficult to enforce. Neu- 
tral observers might very well detect violations; 
but if Communists were defiant, they could not 
be stopped short of a resumption of the fight- 
ing. And a renewal of fighting would seem 
most improbable unless there were new terri- 
torial aggression. 

So, why cannot the U.N. negotiators propose 
to drop the airport issue in exchange for the 
striking of Russia from the list of neutrals? 
At least, that would smoke out the Communists, 
It would put squarely on them the onus for fur- 
ther delays in the truce negotiation’. They 
would have to renege on the dropping of the 
Russians, or they would have to trump up some 
new sticking point. Either way, their attitude 
would be clear to all. Even their own propa- 
gandists would have a hard job putting it in 
anything but a most unfavorable light. 

The brevity of the recent truce sessions may 
indicate that a major compromise of this na- 
ture is now in the making. Since it would be 
in the nature of a final decision, it may well be 
under consideration in the capitals of the na- 
tions involved, rather than in the tents at Pan- 
munjom. The negotiators there may simply be 
marking time while waiting for instruetions 
from a higher level. 

Some color is given to this by Washington talk 


of a signed truce by May 1. We hope this talk 
is not without foundation. Communist aggres- 
sion in Korea has been repelled. A line more 
effective than that of the thirty-eighth parallel 
has been agreed on. A cease-fire agreement would 
leave many knotty problems to be worked out, 
but the whole world would breathe easier for it. 
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Senator Kem Announces 

Missouri’s senior Senator, James P. Kem, has 
announced his candidacy for re-election. Mr. 
Kem was elected six years ago in the race with 
Frank P. Briggs of Macon, who was appointed 
to fill the seat of Harry S. Truman when the 
latter resigned his Senate seat to be sworn in 
as Vice President. The Briggs appointment was 
a weak one and its beneficiary made a weak 
candidate in opposition to the vigorous Kansas 
City lawyer on the Republican ticket. 

In the Senate Mr. Kem allied himself with the 
Old Guard group which fought the Administra- 
tion’s foreign policy in season and out, On July 
22, 1949, the North Atlantic Treaty for mutual 
security against Communist aggression was rati- 
fied by the overwhelming vote of 83 to.13. Sen- 
ator Kem was among the 13 bitter-enders. He 
stood with such obstructionists as Jenner of 
Indiana, Watkins of Utah and Malone of Nevada. 

By this vote Senator Kem sought to forestall 
the very basis of the American effort to build 
up European defenses. Had his view prevailed 
there would be no NATO. We would not now 
have had Gen, Eisenhower on the job at SHAPE 
for a year. How bad the situation in Europe 
might be today no one could possibly foretell. 

It is little short of tragic that the Republican 
party in Missouri seems ready to give Senator 
Kem a renomination without even token opposi- 
tion. A record like his runs counter to the 
thinking of many thousands of members of the 
party in Missouri. The prospect that he might 
be on the same ticket with Gen. Eisenhower 
makes no part of sense. Can it be that April 29 
is to come and go with only one filing for the 
Senate from Missouri on the Republican ticket 
and that the candidacy of James P. Kem? 
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The Turn of a Nut 


Four months elapsed between the crash of a 
Miami Airlines plane with 56 deaths at Eliza- 
beth, N.J., and the Civil Aeronautics Board find- 
ing as to the cause of the crash. The principal 
cause, the CAB now says, was improper installa- 
tion of cylinder nuts. 

Something like this was indicated at the time 
of the crash. Maintenance apparently had 
missed a point. The plane had been delayed 
five hours before it took off. When it did leave 
the ground its right engine shot out smoke. 

Four months of study by the CAB proves 
what was suggested then. And now, what can 
be done to strengthen maintenance rules which 
are so essential to aircraft safety? Are more 
and closer ground inspections needed? Should 
maintenance crews be increased or trained even 
more thoroughly? 

The Post-Dispatch asked these questions after 
the accident, and observed that “when a giant 
airliner flies off into the sky, several score of 
lives within it may sometimes hang on a wire, 
a bolt or a hose.” In this case it was cylinder 
nuts. 
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Recognition for a Revolt? 

Bolivia is burying its dead in the wake of 
revolution. In Washington the State Depart- 
ment faces still another question of recognizing 
a new Western Hemisphere government with 
which this country cannot be entirely in sym- 
pathy. 

The Bolivian revolt was the work of the right- 
wing National Revolutionary Movement, led in 
exile by Victor Paz Estenssoro. He has been 
sympathetic with Argentina’s Dictator Peron and 
sought refuge in Peron’s land. Like the Peron- 
istas, the Bolivian revolutionaries have demon- 
strated an extreme nationalism, considerable 
anti-Americanism and a demagoguery with the 
underprivileged classes, particularly -the tin 
miners. 

Yet where “strong men” arise there are rea- 
sons for them. Bolivia is poor. Its per capita 
income is estimated at only $22 a year. Only 
about half its people are literate. Its tin miners 
were sometimes subject to ruthless exploitation. 
Recently the cry of “Yankee imperialism” was 
raised again when the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation refused to pay the price Bolivian 
producers thought they deserved for their tin. 


Neither the overthrown military junta nor the 
previous more democratic government proved 
able to cope with the poverty or the natidnal 
aspirations of the people. So Paz Estenssoro 
will return by strength of arms. 


As in the case of the Batista revolt in Cuba, 
the Bolivian coup does not present the United 
States with any simple course of action. But 
the course of diplomatic recognition was set 
forth in the Bogota Resolution of 1948. It said 
“that the establishment or maintenance of diplo- 
matic relations with a government does not im- 
ply any judgment upon the domestic policy of 
that government.” 

Washington is virtually obliged in time to 
grant recognition to the new Bolivian rulers, as 
it did to Batista. The main question now is how 
to assure our friendship for the Bolivian people. 
A little more technical and economic assistance 
in the past might have done a great deal for 
Bolivian living standards. Here again economic 
action seems as important as diplomatic policy. 

For if the Bolivian revolt proved anything, it 
was that misery begets rebellion, and not often 
on terms that democracy would seek. 
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Wisconsin Is Surprised 

Wisconsin was surprised over the row in 
Washington over whether federal officials should 
have to tell about their incomes. As The Mil- 
waukee Journal says in an editorial reprinted on 
this page, Wisconsin has made its state income 
tax returns a matter of public record ever since 
1923. . 

“In those 30 years,” the Journal says, “‘ex- 
perience has proved that the abuses do not ma- 
terialize. The lack of income tax secrecy has 
made for honesty in Wisconsin.” 

In Washington the safeguards against publicity 
on tax returns have come to be considered a 
right of privacy. Yet an open tax law would 
have made it easier for investigators to find 
corruption, and might have prevented some of 
the corruption. Men do not readily engage in 
improprieties which may be made a matter of 
public record. . 

The other day the Administration decided to 
let congressional investigators look at tax files 
of Justice Department officials if the investiga- 
tors had a specific complaint and some credible 
evidence. This was a reasonable way out of 
the dispute. Wisconsin’s experience shows, at 
the least, that tax secrecy should not be per- 
mitted to hide official wrong-doing.

The incomes of persons concerned with 
Government business—both in and out of 
actual Government employ—have become 
matters of prime concern in recent con- 
gressional investigations and corruption 
hunting. 

An attempt to find out income sources 
of federal officials recently brought indig- 
nant resistance that led to the firing of 
Attorney General McGrath and threats of 
resignation from business men working in 
federal defense jobs. 


Attempts to dig into income sources of 
witnesses before congressional committees 
have brought fre- 
quent and emphatic 
refusals. 

There ts, nation- 
ally, a strong convic- 
tion that there are 
real dangers in reve- 
lations of financial 
status, perhaps busi- 
ness secrets, and that 
such revelations 
could lead to serious 
invasion of private 
rights and many 
abuses. 

Investigators, wun- 
able to use federal 
income tax returns | 
for information, frequently run up blind 
alleys in their attempts to uncover cor- 
ruption and dishonest transactions. 


Wisconsin has a lesson to teach the Fed- 
eral Government and those who fear finan- 
cial revelations. Since 1923 Wisconsin 
has made its state income tax returns pub- 
lic records, available to public inspection. 


In those 30 years, experience has proved 
that the abuses do not materialize. The 
lack of income tax secrecy has made for 
honesty in Wisconsin. It helps keep tax- 
payers “straight” and paves the way for 
discovery of dishonesty.

Federal Government could have been 
avoided by open income tax returns. Crimi- 
nals, dishonest business men, politicians 
and others have been able to report and 
pay taxes on illegal or improper income 
and hide it in federal tax files while con- 
tinuing those activities with impunity. 

An open tax law like Wisconsin’s would 
have cut those activities and made vital 
information available to innumerable in- 
vestigations. 

Congress once had the courage to de- 
clare federal tax returns at least partially 
open. In 1934 President Roosevelt rec- 
ommended an end to tax returns secrecy. 
On May 10 of that year he signed into 
law a new tax bill which provided that 
income tax payers file a “pink slip” form 
with their regular returns. 

The “pink slip” reported gross and net 
income, total deductions and credits and 
the tax payable. It provided at least basic 
figures for the public. The “pink slip” 
plan met with fierce resistance, however, 
and a year later Congress rescinded it. 
Federal returns returned to secrecy. 

The Journal has long felt that federal 
returns should be public, as state returns 
are in Wisconsin, where fear of abuses 
has not been borne out by experience. 


The least the Federal Government 
should do would be to follow President 
Truman’s recent recommendation that all 
federal officials—civil service, appointed 
and elected—who make over $10,000 a year 
file annual and complete financial reports

The end of federal income tax secrecy 
or, at the very least, the end of secrecy 
for public officials, would help stop and 
help uncover corruption. It would make 
it‘easier to catch the cheaters, and to pun- 
ish them. 

Anyone seriously interested in overcom- 
ing corruption should work for an end to 
tax and financial secrecy. 


Heroism and the Military Mind

A term frequently heard is “the military 
mind.” What is it? Civilians do not al- 
ways apply the term in a complimentary 
way. While the military mind is easy to 
recognize, it is hard to define. As in the 
case of ;all generalities, definitions are 
confused by glaring exceptions. 

One practical way of approaching a 
meaning is through illustrations. An inci- 
dent in Korea has just provided a striking 
one. It is the disappearance of First Lt. 
James A. Van Fleet Jr., of the Air Force, 
on a night bombing mission over enemy 
territory. 


Lt. Van Fleet is the only son of Lt. Gen. 
James A.-Van Fleet, commander of the 
Eighth Army in Korea. He had been in 
Korea only three weeks. Like his father 
he was making the military service his 
career, 

Before leaving for his combat assign- 
ment, which incidentally he had requested, 


young Van Fleet wrote a letter to his 
mother in which the three following sen- 
tences appear: 

“This is a letter to an army wife, I 
don’t want tears spilled on it.” 

“Do not pray for me, but for my crew 
who are not professional men, but civilians 
whom the United States called upon to de- 
fend their home in this moment of need.” 

“The time has come that your husband 
needs my support in carrying out Ameri- 
ca’s fight for the right of all men to live 
without fear.” 

There is nothing very profound here. 
Just a simple expression of duty by a 
young man of 26 years entering upon a 
phase of his professional career that was 
known to be hazardous. 

Here, we venture the opinion, is one 
facet of the military mind at its noblest 
and best. The letter is commended to 
those who may be puzzling over a defi- 
nition.

Between Book Ends 


The Vision of a Canadian 
THE UNFULFILLED, by W. 6. Hardy. (Appleton- 

Century-Crofts, 334 pgs, $3.) 

In “The Unfulfilled,” W. G. Hardy at- 
tempts to explain Canada; its relationship 
to the new outlook, America, its depend- 
ency on the old, England, and most of all, 
its responsibility to herself. 


The author of “The Unfulfilled” tells his 
story through two men and their families. 
There is Gregory Rolph, a liberal writer 
who believes in the tradition of his own 
country. He sees Canada as trying to strike 
a balance between the truth of its own 
present insignificance and the necessity of 
believing in its own importance. And there 
is Wesley Drummond who sees Canada 
only as a ripe fruit to be plucked for his 
own exploitations. His is a philosophy of 
isolationism, high tariffs, and robber bar- 
onism. In the actions of these two pro- 
tagonists, Hardy points up his conflict. 
And, although he never resolves the con- 
flict, what he has to say about Canada 
makes good reading. 

Although the United States is less con- 
cerned with Canada than with many other 
countries in the world today, Canada is 
inalterably allied to us. Wherever the U.S. 
decides to drive, Canada must be dragged 
behind the wheels of her chariot. She is 
bound to us by our dollar, our mass pro- 
duction, and our politics. 

The United States has had its day, and 
having had it has overshadowed Canada. 
Canada, in terms of history, is even young- 
er than the States. Rigors of climate and 
terrain, and a vastness of territory have 
made development slow. But it is a coun- 
try pulsing with vigor, and in spite of its 
prejudices and taboos inherited from a 
mother country, intra-national differences 
of language, and conflicts of religion, it 
cannot be kept down. It too must have its 


to its adolescence and the Second to ma- 
turity. Canada’s future, Mr. Hardy must, 
of course, leave to history. What he would 
like, however, is summed up in his Greg- 
ory Rolph. It must become a national en- 
tity, neither English nor American. But 
a balance of the liberal best in both of 
them. 

There have been few Canadian writers 
with a voice as good as Mr. Hardy’s. It 
may be that his presence is in itself a mark 
of coming of age nationally for Canada. As 
countries mature, they begin to produce 
spokesmen. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Hardy has 
picked a plot so weak on which to hang 
his contrivances. Fortunately, however, the 
good points of his writing, his lucidity and 
economy overshadow those weaknesses. 
Canada can be well satisfied with such a 
spokesman.

Novel of the Israeli War 


UNAMBO, by Max Brod. (Farrar, Straus “& Young, 
30? pgs., $3.) 


World War I had to wait until 1929 to 
get its “All Quiet On the Western Front,” 
and World War II is still waiting for it. 
The Israeli War is no exception to the lag 
between a war and a good novel interpret- 
ing it. Max Brod’s book “Unambo” is a 
novel of the war in Israel but that’s about 
all that can be said for it. 

“Unambo” is the name of an “Either/ 
Or” machine, a small magic stage on which 
the consequences of two opposite courses 
of action can be projected simultaneously. 
With the help of this machine we see the 
life and death of Paul Helfin as it unfolds 
in its dual role as that of a movie producer 
in Tel-Aviv and a soldier at the front fight- 
ing Arabs and Egyptians. 

But somehow the whole thing doesn’t 
come off. We meet sensuous movie stars 
and tragic poets—black marketeers and 
heroes from the front—victims who have 
escaped the Hitler concentration camps 
and native born “Sabras.” There is much 
philosophical discussion on justice and 
war, a little historical background material 
and some touching scenes of the impact of 
war upon people. But the catalytic agent 
to make the whole thing jell is missing. 
The book lacks suspense and narrative 
skill. Though the characters are loquacious 
they are devoid of human warmth.

Mean- 
while, put in some spot announce- 
ments that Driscoll wil go on the 

“air and answer Edison.” 

After which Driscoll hopped 
into his avtomobile and drove 
like mad some 60 miles north to 
Newark, outlet for the broadcast- 
ing system. En route he tuned in 
the Edison address on his car 
radio but there was static and he 
missed portions of it. Edison 
ceased speaking before his al- 


Driscoll suspected Edison at 
the last moment had deleted a 
passage from his oration. In- 
quiries disclosed that he had cut 
out a story of a secret meeting 
at which it was arranged to “dou* 
ble cross” Taft.

To his great 
credit, Mr. Edison, essentially a 
decent person and a man who

HARRY BLACKSTONE - On this, his seventh 
visit to the American Theater, he’s accompanied by 
his bride of one year and five months, who doesn’t 
mind the rabbits or burrow, and voluntarily 
brought the hamster as a pet.

Medical Check

A reeet to medical check is a good idea if you don't ex- 


peect too much from it. 
A yearly check will pick up some, but not all, 


diseases in their early stages. These include tuberculosis, high 
blood pressure, diabetes, pernicious anemia and leukemia; 
some kidney diseases; cancer of the skin, tongue, lips, thy- 
roid, breast, and cancer of the cervix in women and prostate 
in men; and some nerve diseases, 

xk * ® 

SOME DISEASES won't be found during the usual check 
unless they produce symptoms. These diseases include many 
internal cancers, especially of the stomach, colon, bronchi or 
breathing tubes, and brain; peptic ulcers, some heart diseases 
and especially hardening of the arteries; some liver and kid- 
ney diseases; and such an eye disease as glaucoma, which is 
an increased pressure in the eyeball. 

The reason some internal cancers and peptic ulcers are 
not found in the regular check, unless these diseases produce 
symptoms, is simply that most people, as long as they feel all 
right, don’t want to pay for expensive X-ray pictures needed 
to look for these diseases. 

Tests for some artery diseases are not generally available 
yet, as they are still in the experimental stage. Thus, the 
earliest stages of artery diseases are not found until they 
produce some kind of symptoms or signs. 

Unless a special instrument is used to measure eyeball 
pressure, early glaucoma without symptoms won't be found. 
*: & <= 

THE MEDICAL CHECK usually includes a history, physi- 
cal examination and a few laboratory tests such as a blood 
count, examination of the urine, X-ray of the chest, and per- 
haps one or two other blood examinations. If everyone had 
this sort of yearly medical check, many diseases would be 
found earlier, when treatment can cure them or better con- 
trol them. 

However, unless you are willing and able to spend hun- 
dreds of dollars for special X-rays and other more expensive 
tests on the one-in-10,000 chances of finding internal cancer, 
it will not be found on the routine yearly check, unless it 
produces symptoms, There is not yet any general, simple 
survey test for it, such as the X-ray to find early tuberculosis. 

Nor does a yearly check guarantee that you will enjoy 

“perfect health for the following year. Expecting this is 
another mistake that some people make regarding yearly 
medical checks. 

Yearly medical checks are not perfect “in spotting all 
early disease. Even so, they are worthwhile because of the 
important diseases they can spot for your protection.

HERE {s a maxim that will 

help every charmer who 

adopts it, regardless of her 
field of operation: “Read well to 
speak better.” 

And that doesn’t mean just si- 
lent reading but reading aloud, 
A glance at the following will 
show you why oral reading will 
enliven and enrich your conver- 
sation. 

What’s the most important 
trick of good delivery? No tricks! 
Tricks are what will make you 
sound like a bad actor. Instead 
of trying any artifices, let your 
common sense guide your oral 
reading and use these questions 
as a check on your performance: 


1. Are you conveying the full 
meaning of the words? Unless 
you are, you might as well be 
rattling off the alphabet. Keep 
your mind firmly fixed on the 
subject matter. Reading selec- 
tions that interest you or that 
give you pleasure will help you 
concentrate during the novice 
stage. 

2. Do you sound overdramatic? 
Keep your ear attuned to your 
voice. To put your subject mat- 
ter across, it is not necessary or 
desirable to act out every nuance

of your material, either vocally or 
physically. It takes a first-class 
actor to sightread and put in 
every filip of feeling without 
sounding hammy. Just bring out 
the logic in the words and the 
emotional interpretations will take 
care of themselves. As a good 
actor would caution, “Underplay!” 

3. Do you sound dull? You do 
if you flatly intone page after 
page. This type of delivery turns 
the most dramatic piece into a 
stock market report. To rid your- 
self of this fault, change your 
pitch and volume to correspond 
to the changes in meaning and 
mood of the words. Softer for 
sad and loud for mad! 


4. Are you speaking too fast or 
too slow? A pace that is easily 
understood without dragging is 
the criterion. 


Follow these four des and 
your performance will a joy to 
you and to anyone lucky enough 
to be listening. Better still—the 
good results of this practice will 
show in your conversation. Your 
ability to express your own ideas 
in a cogent, colorful, and intelli- 
gible manner will broaden and 
widen your sphere of influence.

Our answer would be that you not 
only cannot get it (unless your 
children are in an unheard-of 
state of subservience) but that it 
is not even reasonable to expect

THE HOME is not an army 
camp, and in most homes an army 
type of discipline—‘Theirs not 


to reason why’—hasg little place. 


We have in our work developed 
our concept of what we, and oth- 
ers, now call “informed permis- 
siveness.” Be sure that what you 
ask of your child is not only with- 
in his physical ¢apabilities but 


within his psychological capabili- 


ties as well. 

That is, be sure that what you 
expect is something that a nor- 
mal child of the age and tempera- 
ment that yours is, can reasonably 
be expected to do. Then go ahead 
and make your demands and, if 
you wish, be firm in seeing that 
they are carried out. 

The majority of American fam- 
ilies today have given up com- 
plete “authoritarian” discipline 
and most now try to temper their 
demands to what they believe can 
reasonably be expected of their 
children,

HOWEVER, this point of view 
arouses, oddly enough, violent 
hostility in some adults today. 
The chief complaints which we 
have received have come in rela- 
tion to this type of discipline. 
Some are even so violent as to 
suggest that such a “crackpot” 
theory as that of informed per- 
missiveness is “ruining the moral 
fibre of our country.” 


Our answer to such complaints 
is that the type of discipline that 
any parent uses depends on him, 
not on us. But we would suggest 
that, in our opinion, respecting 
the immaturity of a child does 
Se the dignity of an 
adult. 


It is a shaky sort of discipline 
which has to be based on a de- 
mand for immediate and utter 
obedience at all times. It is, we 
believe, an insecure adult who 
feels threatened by a concept 
which departs from an ideal of 
complete and utter obedience to 
the parents’ commands no matter 
how unreasonable these com- 
mands may be.

Priorities; Trip 


to Moon or Mars Could Quickly Follow

HUNTSVILLE, Ala., 
April 15 (INS). 

HE United States—or any 
T other powerful modern nation 

—within 10 years could con- 
struct and derive tremendous war- 
time or peacetime value from a 
man-made satellite, drifting eter- 
nally in its own orbit outside the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

This is the flat assertion of Dr. 
Krafft A. Ehricke, one of the 
world’s outstanding authorities on 
guided missiles, who envisions 
such a satellite as, among other 
things, a springboard for space 
travel to Mars, the Moon or 
Venus. 

In war, the satellite—shaped 
like a huge wheel and circling the 
earth once eyery two hours at a 
height of about 625 miles—is seen 
by Dr. Ehricke, a former German 
V-2 expert now at the United 
States Army’s Redstone Arsenal 
Research Center, as a means of 
launching and directing attacks 
against enemy forces. 

During peacetime, Dr. Ehricke 
suggests almost unlimited scien- 
tific and humanitarian uses. He 
points out that the satellite theory 
is supported by hundreds of years 
of astronomical research. 

He says: 

“The only things needed are 
teamwork, facilities and money 
for the actual experiment. Scien- 
tific preparations are complete, 
nothing new needs to be invent- 
ed and all necessary elements are 
available.” 

Dr. Ehricke estimates the cost 
of floating a manned, permanent 
satellite body above the earth at 
one billion dollars. He says the 
project could be completed in 10 
years if given top priorities in es- 
sential materials. He adds: 

“Erection of such a satellite at 
our present stage of development 
would be no major financial prob- 
lem for any modern country like 
the United States. 

Ferry rockets would be aised to 
transport construction elements 
piecemeal beyond the atmosphere, 
and the satellite body actually 
would be assembled in space. The 
satellite, less than 60 feet in 
diameter, would travel in the solar 
system in the same direction as 
the earth—counterclockwise — in 
free, unpowered flight just as the 
moon does. 

Dr. Ehricke believes that, once 
the satellite was in operation the 
trip to the moon—only 239,000 
miles away—would be a hop, skip 
and jump—only 10 days for the 
round trip. Mars would take 
about two years and eight months 
to reach and return; to Venus and 
back about two years. 

The round trip to Pluto, most 
remote known planet of the solar 
system nearly four billion miles 
out, would require 92 years. In 
other words, two generations 
would be needed to complete the 
trip. 

The satellite, skirting the earth 
at 15,000 miles an hour, would 
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make certain sections of the globe 
visible regularly, others occasion- 
ally and some others not at all. 
Powerful telescopes would bring 
the visible sections into close 
view, and many minute. details 
could be seen. 

In wartime, Dr. Ehricke main- 
tains, enemy forces would be 
driven underground and forced to 
rely upon overcast skies or night 
to shroud their movements. 

As for peacetime, Dr. Ehricke 
thinks astronomical observation 
from the satellite would disclose 
many ranges in stellar spectra not 
visible from the earth because of 
atmospheric absorption. Accuracy 
of weather forecasts could be 
greatly increased by over-all ob- 
servation of the earth’s surface. 

Rescue parties could be direct- 
ed unerringly to remote points of 
distress. Many medical mysteries 
could be solved, such as man’s 
ability to stand and adjust him- 
self to a state of complete weight- 
lessness—as would exist on a free- 
falling satellite.

ROPER calculations. would 

permit ferry ships to leave 

earth and meet the traveling 
satellite at a given location after 
an hour-long flight. The ferry 
could adjust its speed to pull 
even with the space platform and 
then travel unpowered alongside 
it. 

Dr. Ehricke believes construc- 
tion of the satellite would take 
not more than about 10 trips by 
ferry. The satellite, itself, might 
be in the shape of an automobile 
wheel, the rim acting as insula- 
tion against deadly cosmic rays, 
the hub as living quarters and a 
few spokes as connecting tunnels. 

Once completed, the satellite 
could be deserted to travel in 
space unmanned for-long periods 
and could be occupied as desired. 


So far as travel to other plan- 
ets is concerned, in Dr. Ehricke’s 
opinion Mars would be a more 
logical target than Venus, He ex- 
plains: 

“Mars is the most desirable, ac- 
cessible and interesting of the 
nearby planets. Venus is more in- 
accessible, mysterious and haz- 
ardous to land on because of its 
great atmospheric disturbances 
and unknown surface conditions.” 

A space ship to Mars would 
stay outside that planet’s atmos- 
phere, using a Mars moon—ac- 
tually a rock satellite—just as the 
artificial earth satellite would be 
used. From the outer edge of the 
atmosphere, the trip down to 
Mars would be made in landing 
gliders. 


Dr. Ehricke says visitors to the 
fabled planet — rich hunting 
ground for science fiction writers 
—would wear space suits to pro- 
vide warmth as well as oxygen. 
The Mars atmosphere is deadly, 
without oxygen and bitterly cold. 

The scientist says it would not 
be easy to land on the moon, 
which does not have an atmos- 
phere of its own. A first trip 
would consist of circling the body 
to get a close look and returning 
to earth.

‘plantary flights would vary in 


size for the distance to be trav- 
eled. They would be spherical in 
shape, with streamlining unnec- 
essary due to the absence of fric- 
tion in space. 


Forget the Buck Rogers con- 
cept of a space ship with men 
looking through windows as other 
ships—or meteors—shoot by. Dr. 
Ehricke says no transparent ma- 
terial would provide sufficient 
protection against deadly cosmic 
rays penetrating the vacuum of 
space. Any viewing of the out- 
side would be by television. 

Dr. Ehricke’s plans for a long- 
range space ship follow the prin- 
ciple of an egg. The outer shell

would be light and consist of sev- 
eral layers to filter out or trans- 
form the wave lengths of incom- 
ing radiation and to provide a 
mechanical hull for the propel- 
lant. 

Inside the shell, oxidizer and 
fuel would be stored separately. 
The living space of the crew 
would be located in the fuel tank 
area to give maximum protection. 
Lifeboat rockets would be pro- 
vided for each crew member, A 
rubber lining inside the living 
quarters would serve as protec- 
tion if a person—without weight 
and unable to talk normally— 
pushed too hard from one wall 
and bounced himself off another 
wall, 


trips would be personnel. One 

person could look at another 
for 10 days without going beserk, 
but 32 months or longer ... Dr. 
Ehricke feels that a person who 
developed claustrophobia or had 
a nervous breakdown would be 
quite out of place within the con- 
fines of a space ship. 

He admits that there appears 
at present to be little commercial 
value in Moon travel. But the 
young scientist points out: 

“The keenness and boldness of 
the human mind, which has pro- 
gressed from treetops to modern 
cities, keeps prodding man for- 
ward to explore the unknown. 

“Columbus's critics called his 
trip folly, but no one—not even 
Columbus himself—could possibly 
have imagined just what his voy- 
age would mean,” he says. 

“People say it would be folly 
and a great waste of money to go 
to Mars or to the Moon if you 
can’t produce some concrete im- 
mediate results. But who knows 
what such a trip—made in a spirit 
of curiosity and adventure—might 
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mean 200 or 300 years from now?” |

cause of the great pull of gravity, 
it would take about twice as much 
energy (fuel) for a space ship to 
go from the to Mars as 
from the satellite to Mars. 

Dr. Ehricke’s space studies are 
more or less a spare-time project 
at present. A graduate of the 
Technical University of Berlin’s 
School of Aerodynamics, he was 
only 24 years old when he joined 
the work on the V-2 guided missile 
with which the Germans bom- 
barded London in 1944. 

At the close of World War II, 
he was one of more than 400 Ger- 
man scientists scooped up by the 
Allies in: “Operation Paperclip,” 
a project for grabbing them be- 
fore the Russians did. His work 
for Uncle Sam—first at Fort Bliss, 
Tex., and now at Redstone—has 
been for one purpose: develop- 
ment of military guided missiles 
and rockets. 

All of it is a means to an end 
for Dr. Ehricke, who says, “Inter- 
planetary travel is a task to which 
I have dedicated my life.” He 
explains: 

"Designing of weapons is just 
a state which has to be gone 
through. Human beings have al- 
ways used their intelligence to 
bring life to a higher pitch. This 
is one of the most spectacular 
means to do it.” 

Dr. Ehricke, now 34, fully ex- 
pects to be a passenger on the 
first space ship to go literally 
“out of this world.” 

Until he goes to Mars, or the 
Moon, he is spending his vaca- 
tions with his wife and 6-year-old 
daughter seeing what he can of 
the United States. He says: 

“When I settle to live here, I 
would select a spot somewhere in 
Southern California. The deserts 
and the mountains —the general 
terrain — are the nearest of any-

CCURATE hand evaluation 
A expressed in terms of sound 
bidding is of course the sine 
qua non of bridge, but at the 
expert level it is tactics which 
really count. 
Consider the following deal for

North and South in this auction-+ 
or perhaps it would be more ac- 
curate to say that they—specif- 
ically South—made monkeys out 
of themselves. East could not 
have made ten tricks at spades 
and so would have suffered a 
400-point loss, whereas South 
went down a little matter of six 
tricks, 1100 points at his contract. 
He could have saved a little from 
the wreck, but a player who lands 
in such a spot is not usually cool, 
calm and collected. 

Even though (to repeat) East 
did risk a 400-point loss on the 
hand, his bidding from first to 
last was a model of rubber-bridge 
tactics. Many players, even some 
enjoying high ranking, would not 
start off as East did, with the 
pre-emptive four spades, but in 
this writer’s opinion the bid was 
excellent. After West’s original 
pass, a slam was unlikely—even 
if West had the right cards it 
would be difficult to discover that 
fact—and with the vulnerability 
what it was, a one-spade opening 
by East might easily result in 
his being pushed too high or in 
the opponents’ sacrificing cheaply. 

As for East’s redouble, that too 
was a tactical gem. East knew 
that North must have made a 
gambling double—how could a 
player who had passed originally 
be sure of winning four tricks 
against East’s hand?—and so East 
concluded, courageously but 
soundly, that if the enemy want- 
ed to gamble, he would oblige 
them. 

As for South’s part in this af- 
fair — well, the less said, the 
kinder!
